Ed MAUGER: Philly’s Sidewalk Storyteller 

Founder of Philadelphia On Foot By David M . Stewart 




T he spirit of historical exploration is always 
strong, but the weather doesn’t always 
cooperate, particularly toward the end of 
March. That’s why it’s such good news that 
Ed Mauger, the Philadelphia area’s premier 
colonial walking tour guide, will be bringing the 
tour to us in the comfort of the Tavistock 
Country Club at the Society’s annual 
Candlelight Dinner on March 28 th . 

Ed is the founder and director of Philadelphia 
on Foot, an innovative organizer of tour groups 
for people who hate group tours. A former 
resident of Haddonfield and Associate Dean at 
Rutgers, Ed's life's work is now sharing his love 
for the hidden side of history through his books 
and walks throughout the region. His talks 
always have a few surprises about eminences 
such as Penn, Washington and Franklin, some 
of which occurred right in Haddonfield's own 
back yard. He has an affinity for finding 
skeletons in both historic graveyards and in 
closets. 

Never willing to settle for the ordinary, Ed has 
led such tours as “Exercise your Rights” for 
conservatives (involving only right turns) and 
the complementary Exercise your Lefts for 
liberals. He’s also led tours focusing on romance 
during colonial times, women. Four Funerals 
and a Wedding and the mysteriously named 
The Quack and Dead (hint: the Quack is not for 
the queasy and there's not a duck boat in sight.) 
All of the tours ably combine an in-depth 
knowledge of history with a sense of fun. 


Ed's reputation has led to appearances on Good 
Morning America, PBS and The History 
Channel. Philadelphia on Foot has been hailed 
as “Philadelphia’s Best Tour” by 
Forbestraveler.com and Ed himself praised as 
"a captivating blend of historian and gossip” by 
the Travel Channel .com. He comes strongly 
recommended as "Philadelphia's favorite 
colonial guide" by USA Today, The Chicago 
Tribune and others. 

Ed will also have copies available to be 
purchased and signed of his latest book, 
Philadelphia Then and Now, a fascinating 
comparison of old and new photographs of the 
city enlivened by his stories associated with the 
scenes. Proceeds of these sales will go to 
support the Elfreth's Alley Association, of which 
Ed serves as Vice president.

In Memoriam 

Parker Griffeih (1926-2012) 


W e note with sadness the recent passing 
of a Haddonfield treasure, Parker G. 
Griffeth. Two of the photos of the moving of the 
house from 208 Kings Highway East to 8 
Roberts Avenue which we have used in this 
issue of the Bulletin were donated to the library 
by Parker in 1996. When Lost Haddonfield was 
being written, he generously gave us both the 
history and early photographs of Kings Highway 
East near Haddon Avenue. He helped again 
with both photographs and historical 
information when the Images of America 
Haddonfield book was being written. In recent 
years he brought in some wonderful old 
photographs from Haddon Fire Company No. 1 
which he and they felt would be more 
appropriate to the Historical Society collections 
than the Fire Company historical collections as 
well as personal photographs of town like the 
house moving photos. 


A graduate of Haddonfield Memorial High 
School Class of 1943, Parker was a member of 
Haddon Fire Company No. 1 for sixty-five years, 
had served as a member of the Haddonfield 
Planning Board, was a member of the 
Haddonfield Business Association and of Rising 
Sun Lodge #15 F. & A.M. of Haddonfield. He 
served in the Army in World War II and was an 
active member of American Legion Post 38. 
We are proud to claim him as a member of the 
Historical Society of Haddonfield as well. 

Parker Griffeth had a commitment to his 
community which is rarely seen today. His 
death is deeply felt in every comer of the 
Borough of Haddonfield which he loved so 
much and served so well.

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Moving Houses Around and About - XIV 

Mirror Twins 

Together At Last on Roberts Farm Ground

oberts Avenue may have the distinction of 
having the most houses moved onto it in 
Haddonfield. The land on which the Roberts 
Farm stood originally consisted of 100 acres 
which had been sold from Richard Matthews to 
William Lovejoy in the late 1600 ’s. The title to 
the property was a problem for 
many years because it had been 
sold in England to J ohn 
Haddon and in America to 
William Lovejoy, clouding the 
title for some years. 
Eventually, Lovejoy received 
clear title and the property 
passed through a number of 
owners until 
it went to J ohn Kay, the owner 
of the house 
and mill at what is today Evans 
Pond. The “Lovejoy Triangle” 
ran along Kings Highway from 
Cooper River to Ellis Street and 
all the way along the Cooper 
River and Evans Pond back to 
Kings Highway. 

When John Kay III died in 
1786, he left a two-acre lot on 
Kings Highway East to each of 
his five daughters. When his 
widow, Rebecca Hartley Kay 
died in 1798, she left to each of the five 
daughters the land in the rear of their original 
lots going back to what was essentially Evans 
Pond. Three of these large lots, those 
of Rebecca Kay Bolton, Elizabeth Kay West 
and Mary Ann Kay Church, were the 
properties which were purchased by John 
Roberts for his farm. 

J ohn Roberts purchased the Indian King Tavern 
on May 5, 1805, followed by his purchases of 
the land from the Kay daughters or their heirs 
along Kings Highway East for his home and 
farm. Roberts, who married Harrah Bassett on 
Februaiy 4, 1791, in Gloucester County, was the 
son of Jacob and Maiy (Gill) Roberts, who 
actually were married “out of meeting” in Christ 
Church in Philadelphia in 1767. Mary (Gill) 
Roberts was the daughter of J ohn Gill II, and

Amy (Davis) Gill, originally from Pilesgrove, 
Salem County, New J ersey. Hannah Bassett 
was the daughter of Elish and Mary 
(Woodnutt) Bassett of Salem, New J ersey. 

J ohn Roberts began building the beautiful brick 
home at 344 Kings Highway East in 1816. For 
many years, it was the centerpiece of the 
successful and diverse produce farm. 

In the first half of the 19 th century, Roberts sold 
off some of the lots along Kings Highway East, 
including the property that became known as 
422 Kings Highway East. Nathan Willits built a 
frame house on this property in 1826. Nathan 
Willits, son of Jeremiah and Mary Willits, 
married Judith Leeds, daughter of Daniel Leeds 
and Margary (Scull) Leeds on November 15, 
1809, at Great Egg Harbor Meeting. It is 
apparent that the couple lived in the house. 
Around 1849, Abel and Keziah Clement lived in 
this house, although it appears that it was still 
owned by the Willits family.

Samuel Smith Willits, who was bom on 
December 8 , 1817, lived in this house. His son, 
Samuel Abbott Willits, was bom on J uly 23, 
1843, and married Abigail G. Evans (bom J uly 
22, 1842), also lived in the house. Samuel S. 
Willits married Martha Abbott, daughter of 
Samuel Abbott of Salem, New J ersey. 
Following her death, he married Rebecca 
Morgan Gill, daughter of J ohn Gill IV and Sarah 
Hopkins Gill of Haddonfield. Samuel S. Willits 
had insured this house through Rowand

Insurance Company in November, I860, as 
shown in their records in Vol. 1, No. 163. 

Around 1870, George and Amanda C. Appleton 
bought the house and lived in it with their 
children, Lawrence and Adie. By 1908, 
Lawrence Appleton was married to his wife, 
Louise, and at this time, they lived in the house 
at 422 Kings Highway East, formerly owned by 
his parents. In 1913, Lawrence and Louise 
Appleton had the house moved around the 
comer to a newly opened Roberts Avenue, 
where the house became 22 Roberts Avenue. 

Now known as the Willits-Appleton House, this 
house, as well as the mansard Victorian house 
next door, were moved so that the Appletons 
could build a “new” large clapboard colonial 
style house which still stands at 422 Kings 
Highway East. The Appletons lived in their new 
house until it was bought by E. Richard and 
Helen Morehouse in the 1930 ’s. Mr. and Mrs. 
Morehouse lived in the house until September, 
1956, when Mr. Morehouse died. Mrs. 
Morehouse and her son, Richard, remained in 
the house for several years, opening up 
Morehouse Lane, and building a smaller home 
for Mrs. Morehouse on the new road. 

Nancy J ane Mayer, a Haddonfield resident who 
owns and is living in a “moved house” herself 
(see MOVING HOUSE AROUND AND ABOUT, 
No. 5, Christ The King Creates Its Current 
Complex, May, 2009), is a direct descendant of 
Nathan and J udith Willits. Ms. Mayer has lived 
in Haddonfield for eighteen years, fourteen of 
which have been in her own moved house. She 
did not know about her house on Hopkins 
Avenue having been moved until after the 
family was well settled in it and her neighbor 
told the family the story of that move— 
“Surprise, surprise, surprise”! 

In the late 1920 ’s, the Leicht family, which 
included the parents, J ulius and Anna Leicht, 
and their sons, Herbert R. (architect) and Erwin 
(cashier), and their daughter, Mildred, bought 
22 Roberts Avenue. Herbert R. Leicht became a 
well-known and respected architect, restoring 
this gem to its original configuration, inside and 
out. Herb Leicht and his sister, Mildred, lived 
happily in the home until his death in 1967. The 
restoration of many historic homes in 
Haddonfield and vicinity, and his service as 


President of the Historical Society of 
Haddonfield, were among his many 
contributions to the community. 

This house now has 3-1/2 bathrooms (hardly 
what it had in its original state!). It is now 
owned by J ohn and Diane Heppe who have 
lived there since J uly of 2003. 

The beautiful mate to the Willits-Appleton 
house at 22 Roberts Avenue is the Fortiner- 
Long house, now at 8 Roberts Avenue, which 
was a house that was moved there at a much 
later date. One of the last old residential houses 
left in the Haddonfield business district was 
208 Kings Highway East, built there in 1820 by 
Daniel Fortiner, III, for his wife, Edna Ann 
Thackara and their family. It was moved in 
October, 1949, down Kings Highway to Roberts 
Avenue with much publicity, fanfare, and press 
and, of course, with many spectators. 

The house was 
maneuvered onto a 
large flatbed trailer 
and moved by the 
Hartshorne 
Company, a well- 
established family 
business from 
Moorestown, New 
J ersey. Mr. 

Hartshorne, who 
supervised the move, 
passed out business 
cards to the 
spectators which 
designated to each 
recipient special 
privileges, such as 
“sidewalk 
superintendant” and/ 
or “moving inspector” 
all of whom were 
given “full privilege of 
criticism and 
suggestions”. The 
house went down the street backward to allow 
for easy placement on the new site. 

This property remained in the Fortiner name, 
even after Mr. Fortiner’s death in November of 
1906, until Dorothy Fortiner McNeill, a

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granddaughter of Daniel Fortiner, acquired the 
property by buying out the other family heirs. 
She used it as an investment property. 

Dr. William Sumner Long, a long-time 
prominent village physician, who eventually 
owned and lived in the lovely Roe-Long House 
at 32 BCings Highway West, was supposed to 
have been bom in the Fortiner House in 1855. 
Dr. Long maintained his medical office and 
home in this house for many years. His sister, 
Ella (Long) Ewing, who later moved to Upper 
Darby, Pennsylvania, also 
was believed to have been 
bom in this house. They 
are both buried in the 
Haddonfield Baptist 
Cemetery. 

Several tenants occupied 
the house until 1907 when 
William Stevenson 
bought the property and 
opened up a small grocery 
store. There were 
gasoline pumps in the 
front—a fairly new feature 
for Main Street (now 
Kings Highway) in 
Haddonfield. Mr. 

Stevenson made several 
renovations on the 
house—one of which was 
to change the colonial 
double-hung front 
windows on the first floor 
to a bulk window. The other major change was 
to move the stairway to the second floor from 
the front to the back of the house, which gave 
more room for his store. The double-hung 
windows were restored after the house was 
moved to Roberts Avenue, restoring its 
appearance as a private residence. Mr. 
Stevenson carried on his business in the old 
house for forty-three years. 

The last commercial tenant was the Town & 
Country Cotton Shop, a branch of the then well- 
known Town & County women’s apparel shop 
located directly across Kings Highway. 

At the time of the house move, Mr. J ames J . 
Noble, a District Manager of the New J ersey 
Bell Telephone company, owned the house.

Apparently, a large retail business desired to 
use the property for a new store coming to 
town. 

Robert and Marita Seher have owned 8 Roberts 
Avenue since 1980. 

Both houses have fanlight windows (sometimes 
called “ sunburst light windows”) over their 
respective front doors. The two are quite 
different, but each house has architectural 
details which reflect the different styles of their 
fanlights. One house has straight lines of 
muntins between the panes of glass and the 
other house has beautifully curved lines 
between the panes, flowing like the trim of that 
house. 

As they now stand side by side, they look like 
they have always been next-door neighbors 
despite what history shows us—that they were 
built by different builders several years and 
about a half mile apart, on the same side of 
Main Street. 

In 1914, when lots were becoming available on 
what is now Roberts Avenue, and Mr. Appleton 
was ready to move his house around the comer 
to its present lot, he must have had a 
premonition (when selecting the lot he 
purchased) about the Fortiner house eventually 
becoming his next-door neighbor, thirty-five 
years hence. Had Appleton selected the lot at 
#8 and the Fortiner house had gone to #22, 
their front doors would have been quite close 
and they actually might have had an 
“unbalanced” appearance from the street. As it 
is, they have an appearance as if this had been 
professionally preplanned. 

The house numbering for these two houses is 
interesting since these moves were NOT 
“preplanned”-208 Kings Highway East became 
8 Roberts Avenue and 422 Main Street became 
22 Roberts Avenue.

He is a very pleasant and effective companion 
for both Don Webb and Don Wallace...always 
willing to help. 

I have been told by others that our recent efforts 
are “NOTICEABLE!” This is fantastic feed¬ 
back. You may recall my previous report on 
Don Webb's making so many of our old kitchen 
machines operable. Now he is reorganizing our 
“Tool Shed” and you won't believe how many 
objects in there that he has made me get rid of 
or put back into the collections. We are now 
leaner and meaner. The garage now holds the 
contents of our May Garage Sale. 

These guys are relentless neat freaks, and keep 
trying to get me to eliminate “Things that we 
may need some day.”

I may 
combine this with my “Weird, Wacky, 
Wonderful Whatsits” which also changes with 
my mood. 

So there is no going back even though we're all 
about “Life in the Past Lane.” We are almost 
fully developed down here, but there will always 
be something to be improved or included. 

Every Monday morning, when we leave the 
Museum Cellars at 12 Noon, we do so with a 
great sense of satisfaction that we have further 
enhanced our collections and their 
surroundings making them more worthy of your 
visit...alone or with friends. 

Hopefully we have also created here a great 
place to entertain visitors to your Haddonfield 
home. I like to think that we provide new
